PRESIDENT ASKS 
BROADENING OF 
INCOME TAX LAW 


Washington, 
Jan. 
19 
(AP) 
— 
President Roosevelt urged congress 
today to make all private income 
from all government salaries and all 
future government securities sub­ 
ject to the general income tax laws 
of the federal and state* govern­ 
ments. 
Federal 'ax officials have estimat­ 
ed that federal revenue would in­ 
crease, as a result, as much as $300,- 
000,000 annually. State governments 
also would 
by large revenue 
increases from reciprocal authority 
given them to tax federal salaries 
and bonds. 
In a special message Mr. Roosevelt 
also advised congress that recent 
Supreme court decisions had made 
some state sa Lines and some state 
ecurities subject to taxes. He asked 
legislation to prevent the persons 
whose income would thus be taxed

Serious-minded zoologists hedged 
when asked lo identify it—but 
not the calx.*';, old salts.

skeleton was that of his long lost 
pet “Rover,’’ 
His story was typi­ 
cal. 
“Thirty years ago when I wfas 
dory fishing on the grand banks,” 
lit* said, “I looked up to see a giant 
serpent approaching the dory. 
"I had to do some pretty fast 
thinking so I picked up a cod fish 
and flung it to the critter. 
This 
stopped him for the time being so

ARY SEWELL, was born in 1797 •— a good Quaker lady — who lived 
to be 87 years of age. In 1860 she published a book of poems called 
"Mother’s Last Words” that sold over a 1.000,000 copies, and the next 
year she produced another book Ural sold over 700,000 copies. 
It was 
called “Our Father's Care.” She wrote for the masses. 
Her daughter 
Anne gave us "Black Beauty!” 
George Meredith wrote a book called Tile Ordeal of Richard Feverel,” 
which Sir VV. Robinson Nicoll railed a “marvelous love-story, with tire 
I line of the morning oil its dewy pages.” But it took nearly 20 years 
before a .second edition appeared. 
Samuel Butler wrote one of the great books of literature called "The 
Way of All Flesh,’' which was published in 1900. after his death — but 
few rend it. Arnold Bennett's finest book "The Old, Wives’ Tale" was a 
drug on the market for a long time after publication — but not now us 
a first edition! 
Real’s "Endvmion" was sold as a remainder to a bookseller for four- 
pence a copy! 
Edward Fitzgerald’s ‘•Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam” and 
Burton’s "Kasidah” came out in small editions of a hundred or so, but 
there were no buyers and a few cents would have bought either for a 
long time after their appearance, 
George Moore says, in libs “Confessions of a Young Man,” that Shelley 
saved him from “intellectual savagery.” Charles Lamb chose Milton as 
a "good supper book.” 
Merely because a book sells doesn’t mean that it is read by all those 
who buy it. cr that it bs worth reading, or existing at all for that matter. 
The history of literature Is clogged with the names of those authors who 
left immortal books, but who died poor, or in want. 
Intellectual taste 
is net appeased by clever book salesmen, or advertising geniuses. 
Montaigne wrote to please himself, and so for hundreds of years his 
writings have pleased and Inspired millions. 
Simple, substantial, variated food gives a strong, heal flay body. 
The 
mind needs like treatment — intellectual food that will keep it able 
and robust, as well as alert and with a perennial touch of youth ever 
about it.

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CAPITAL GAINS 


AND L O SSE S IN 


ACT EXPLAINED 


A Harrisburg accountant has pre­ 
pared an article on capital gains 
and losses as they affect the tax­ 
payer. The article follows in part: 
The “ individual" 
taxpayer 
who 
has “ capital gain" and/or ‘ capital 
loss” transactions which arise from 
the sale of stocks, bonds or other 
“ capital assets" should realize that 
the 1938 Revenue 
act contains 
a 
provision 
that 
has 
materially 
changed the method ot computing 
the amount of taxable income to be 
shown on the 1938 tax return. Ii a 
taxpayer reviews the transactions, 
from the standpoint of this pro­ 
vision It may 
be discovered 
that | 
there are capital lasses in excess of j 
capital gains which cannot be de- : 
ducted from other Income and be- J 
cause of the amount of taxpayer's 
net income he may not be able to j 
carry them forward into the fol- J 
lowing year. 
Under such a condi­ 
tion it would then be possible to sell 
some securities at a profit which 
would not be 
taxable because the 
profit would be offset by the capital 
loss.

Into two groups and bicausi* of the 
alternative computations there may 
be other instances where it may be 
possible to make 
other
